Judge Caminetti =] 
Says Closed Shop 
Is Legal 


Judge Anthony Caminetti, Jr., of 


Amador county ruled last week 
that Sections 921 and 923 of the 

code are in his 
opinion unconstitutional if they 


prohibit the “closed shop” in union 
contracts. 

Judge Caminetti made the deci- 
sion in the case of the Ryan dairy 
who sought an injunction against 
the milkers’ union, the San Fran- 
cisco labor council, the joint coun- 
cil of teamsters, the teamsters’ in- 
ternational and the milk wagon 
drivers’ union for refusal to handle 
products of the Ryan dairy. 

The unions went on strike at the 
dairy when the management re- 
fused to bargain collectively with 
his employes; at a later date they 
refused to handle any of the prod-| 
ucts which brought about the in- 
junction suit. 

The decision of Judge Caminetti 
is not final, however, as the mat- 
ter of the “closed shop” is now be- 
fore the state supreme court for a 
decision. 

Attorney James F. Galliano of 
Oakland represented the unions in 
the courts.

AFL Upheld 
In State 
Cannery Case 


Protests of the California State 
Federation of Labor against unfair 
conduct of last year’s long drawn 
out and expensive hearing in the 
alleged California cannery con- 
spiracy “trial” by the national la- 
bor relations board were upheld 
by the board itself in Washington 
last week. 


An order issued by the board 
set aside the extensive testimony 
taken during the five months of 
the hearing, aggregating more 
than 14,000 pages of transcript, 
and a new hearing is planned, ac- 
cording to dispatches. 


“The action of the board it- 
self confirms our repeated 
contentions of months ago that 
Trial Examiner Charles A. 
Wood, who conducted the 
hearing, was biased and preju- 
diced against A. F. of L. 
groups,” Edward D. Vandeleur, 
secretary of the federation 
said. 

“The whole case was cooked 
up on the basis of a single 
complaint by a woman C. I. O. 
agitator, and cost the govern- 
ment, the federation and the 
canners in the aggregate close 
to or more than $50,000. Purely 
wasted money.” 

The decision of the board, ac- 
cording to dispatches, found that 
Wood in his conduct of the hear- 
ing would question witnesses and 
after counsel for all concerned had 
completed their examinations he 
would bring out new questions on 
his own initiative, and then refuse

Roosevelt, on behalf of the Bakery 
and Confectionery Workers’ Inter- 
national Union of America, an af- 
filiate of the American Federation 
of Labor, a masterpiece of the con- 
fectioner’s art in the form of a 
massive cake as a token of good 
will toward King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth of England. 

The relationship of bakers to the 
British crown began nearly three 
hundred and fifty years ago when, 
in 1590, the company of White 
Bread Bakers of London were 
given letters patent entitling them 
to a coat of arms. The coat of 
arms in the union label of the bak- 
ery and confectionery workers’ in- 
ternational union is, based partly 
upon this precedent, but is more 
democratic in design, the place of 
honor being accorded to the tools 
of the bakers’ trade instead of to 
the emblems of knighthood. 

A, A. Myrup, secretary-treasurer 
of the bakery workers, praised the 
work of Clement, of Washington, 
who carried out the design, as one 
of the finest examples of the con- 
fectioners’ art in the history of 
baking. 

The cake stood over four feet 
high and was surmounted by a rep- 
lica of the British crown, complete 
with candied jewels, resting on a 
red candy pillow. The cake was 
flanked on both sides by panels on

11 MILLION 
UNEMPLOYED 


Vast Jobless Army and 
Their Dependents Are 
Consigned to Helpless 
Poverty by Refusal of 
Those Who Own and 
Control Industry to Provide 
Employment Although 
Profits Are Increasing 


The opportunities for industrial 
employment in the United States 
are owned as a private monopoly 
by those who own and control 
American industry. The tangible 
result of this job-opportunity mo- 
nopoly is revealed in the cur- 
rent report on employment and un- 
employment issued by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, which 
estimates that the unemployed 
army now numbers approximately 
eleven million toilers able and will- 
ing to work, but who find every 


door to employment closed to 
them. 
Declaring that “employment 


progress is disappointing,” the A. 
F. of L. gives the following analy- 
sis of the fluctuations in employ- 
ment and variations in the num- 
ber of working men and women 
who are denied the right to work 
for their living: 

“Employment gains in April 
were obscured by the large num- 
ber idle, about 250,000, due to wage 


negotiations in the coal industry. 
If the idle miners are included 
among the unemployed, there is 


practically no change in total num- 
ber out of work, and unemploy- 
ment in April stood at 11,142,000 as 
compared with 11,145,000 in March. 
Had it not been for the idle min- 
ers, however, the unemployment 
figure for April would show less 
than 10,900,000 out of work. 


Small Employment Gains 
“Employment gains in April 
were somewhat less than is normal 
in a year of good business. In the 
years 1935 through 1937 more than 
300,000 went back to work in April | 
every year. The slackening of our | 
reemployment pace _ reflects the 
failure of business to recover this | 
spring. | 


Labor Board's Bias for the CIO 
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Revealed in Steamship Case 


Despite Adverse Court Decisions, the Labor 
Relations Act Administrators Disregard 
Another A. F. of L. Agreement 


The national labor relations 
board, notwithstanding all its de- 
nials of bias, has just rendered an- 


other indefensible and unjustifiable 
order in favor of the C. I. O. sea- 
men’s union. The board’s latest 
manifestation of bias arose out of 
union rivalry on one of the ships of 
the South Atlantic Steamship com- 
pany of Savanah, Georgia. 


On two previous occasions, i. e., 
in the case of the P. and O, Steam- 
ship company of Tampa and in the 
case of the Waterman Steamship 
corporation of Mobile, where sim- 
ilar orders favoring the C. I. O. 
seamen’s union were rendered, the 
circuit court of appeals reversed 
the board wholly and completely. 
In the P. and O. Steamship com- 
pany’s case the board appealed to 
the supreme court, but the highest 
court in the land refused to review 
the case. 

However, adverse court decisions 
seem to have no effect whatever 
upon the prejudiced members of 


the board. Donald Wakefield 
Smith, who has since been relieved 
of his job as a board member, 


joined with Chairman Madden and 
the other Smith in the latest offi- 
cial expression of C. I. O. bias. 


The board, in the case of the 
South Atlantic Steamship company, 
again disregarded an existing con- 
tract betweerr the company and an 
A. F. of L. seamen’s union. The 
board also again declared by infer- 
ence that notwithstanding the ex- 
piration of shipping articles the 
master of the ship cannot rid him- 
self of the old crew—as long as 
they are C. I. O. members. 


There is no doubt whatever 
among those who have followed 
the trend of the board’s inane mar- 
itime decisions that the courts will 
promptly write another stinging re- 
buke similar in language to pre- 
vious reversals in which the board 
was told that its findings were 
“based on suspicion and not on 
evidence.”

Public Enemies Number One 


Low wages and long hours imposed on working men and 
women are among the outstanding evils of our economic order. 
So far as employers engaged in interstate commerce are con- 
cerned, these evils were outlawed by the fair labor standards 
act of 1938. In plain language the act declares that during the 
year beginning October 24, 1938, and ending October 23, 1939, 
employers shall not pay their employes less than twenty-five 
cents an hour or work them longer than forty-four hours a week. 

Despite this statutory mandate, reactionary and lawless em- 
ployers not only continue to violate the law openly but to vio- 
late it also by resort to subterfuge.

nomic slavery on the workers has been brought to light in the 
injunction granted the wage-hour administration by the United 
States district court for eastern Pennsylvania to prevent Sports- 
wear Hosiery Mills, Inc., from violating the fair labor stand- 
ards act. The administration charged that the company was 
violating the act at its factory in Etowah, Tenn., by means of 
a so-called “trade school” in which employes were listed as 
“students” and paid wages below the twenty-five cents per 
hour prescribed by statute. 

Confronted with the injunction, the company admitted its 
guilt and made restitution of $2,018 to 87 employes. The injunc- 
tion prevents the company from re-opening the “trade school.” 

The fair labor standards act of 1938 was passed by the con- 
gress of the United States in an effort to prescribe decent wages 
and decent hours for hundreds of thousands of victimized work- 
ers in large sections of American industry. The wage and hour 
provisions of the act are an important element in social justice 
and are not unreasonable. 

Employers who either directly or by subterfuge or artifice 
violate these provisions are public enemies number one,

William Green of the 
Federation of Labor 


gave the unqualified support of 
the A. F. of L. to the oppressive 
labor practices bill introduced by 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin 
designed to prohibit the despicable 
and wholly un-American utilization 
by many anti-union employers of 


labor spies, strike-breakers, strike- 


breaking agencies, armed guards 
when absent from the employer's 
premises, and industrial munitions 
in their warfare against the legiti- 
mate and just demands of the 
workers. 


Testifying before the senate com- 
mittee on education and labor in 
support of the bill and urging its 
immediate enactment by congress, 
Mr. Green said subversive employ- 
ers have used the notorious prac- 
tices which the measure would pro- 
hibit in their fight against the le- 
gal rights of the workers to organ- 
ize and improve their living stand- 
ards by collective bargaining. 


As outstanding illustrations of 
the use by employers of labor 
spies, strikebreakers, strikebreak- 


ing agencies, industrial munitions, 
armed guards equipped with ma- 


chine guns, sawed-off shotguns, 
gas cannon, and many other sim- 
ilar practices designed to weaken 
trade unions and defeat strikes, 
Mr. Green cited the textile strike 
of 1934, the Remington Rand 
strike, and the Black & Decker 
Electric company strike, together 
with undisputed revelations regard- 
ing the spy system used by the 
Railroad Audit and _ Inspection 
company and the strikebreaking 
activities of Paul Bergoff. 

The text of Mr. Green’s state- 
ment to the senate committee fol- 
lows:

tigation into the intolerable prac- 
tices indulged in by numerous em- 
ployers designed to frustrate col- 
lective bargaining and resulting in 
the abrogation of labor’s right to 
freedom of speech and assembly. 


For more than fifty years labor 
has suffered from oppressive prac- 
tices designed to combat organiza- 
tion by workers to improve their 
working and living standards. The 
nature of these practices is almost 
unbelievable. It is hardly conceiv- 
able that they took place in a free 
country. 

The disclosures made in the four 
reports of the civil liberties com- 
mittee are startling. They reveal a 
condition, not only of highly or- 
ganized opposition to the principles 
of collective bargaining, but an op- 
position characterized by the use 
and maintenance of private armies 
and private arsenals, equipped and 
trained to do battle against at- 
tempts on the part of workers to 
organize for collective bargaining. 


Such conditions tend to develop 
class hatred, incite violence and 
promote widespread industrial 
strife. The continuation of such 
conditions is unthinkable in this 
country; they must be ended not 
only for the purpose of restoring 
civil liberties to workers and of 
establishing and maintaining in- 
dustrial peace, but also to protect 
the very foundations of democracy. 


Employers’ Arsenals Filled with 
Death-Dealing Equipment 

When, as the evidence before 
your committee discloses, the hir- 
ing of private police reaches the 
point where an employer at one 
plant maintains a standing army 
of some 400 guards; when a single 
employer is found to own an arse- 
nal of firearms, including machine 
guns, sawed-off shot guns and long 
range gas cannon; when, as in the 
textile strike of 1934, a strike- 
breaking agency is permitted to 
use channels of interstate com- 
merce to transport into the strike 
areas some 300 thugs and gang- 
sters recruited from a number of 
our larger cities, as in the case of 
Railroad Audit and _ Inspection 
company; and when it is brought 
to light that these professional spy 
agencies send their trained “oper- 
atives” into American Federation 
of Labor unions to become affil- 
iated with such unions, some of 
whom have managed to reach high 
positions in various local unions, 
all for the purpose of disrupting 
and sabotaging our unions, then it 
is high time that congress inter- 
cede to prevent this type of crim- 
inal activities.

Unfair to Union Potters 


The Union Label Trades gear al 


ment of the American Federation 
of Labor issued the following 
statement: 

“The Proctor and Gamble com- 
pany of Cincinnati, Ohio, has en- 
tered into an agreement with the 
Shawnee Pottery company of 
Zanesville, Ohio, for pottery ware

In commenting on the Proctor 
and Gamble company’s action, I. 
M. Ornburn, secretary-treasurer of 
the union label trades department, 
said: 

“There are thirty-six ‘fair’ pot- 
tery manufacturers in the state of 
Ohio who have collective bargain- 
ing agreements with the national 
brotherhood of operative potters, 
and there is no need for any Ohio 
concern to use pottery that does 
not bear the union label.”

ment and private shipbuilding 
yards to keep up with America’s 
naval and merchant marine expan- 
sion program. 

This rapid advance was revealed 
by N. P. Alifas, president of the 
Machinists’ District No. 44, cover- 
ing mechanics in the government 
navy yards, and by W. A. Calvin, 
secretary-treasurer of the A. F. of 
L. metal trades department and 
vice president of the international 
brotherhood of boilermakers. 


The federal ship construction 
program, largest in peacetime his- 
tory, is moving into high gear, 
Calvin and Alifas reported. This 
week the navy department award- 
ed contracts for 24 more fighting 
vessels at an outlay of $350,000,000. 
Two of them are to be battleships 
costing $80,000,000, to $85,000,000 
apiece. 

Half the 24 ships are to be built 
at government navy yards and half 
at private yards. That will mean 
fhousands more of jobs, though 
the increase is to come at a grad- 
ual rate, Calvin and Alifas ex- 
plained. 

At present, the navy yards have 
nearly 8,000 employed and the pri- 
vate yards about 50,000. The pri- 
vate plants are tentatively lagging 
behind, because many of them had 
been virtually idle and had to be 
put in shape, Calvin said. 

From now on, the job load at the 
commercial yards will rise about 
4,000 a month, and at the navy 
yards 1,000 a month. 


Calvin and Alifas predicted the 
peak will come sometime next year, 
with employment reaching 100,000 
in government shipbuilding and 
125,000 in private establishments. 
The latter will have the edge be- 
cause merchant marine vessels, at 
the rate of 50 a year, are being 
built solely in private yards, Cal- 
vin explained. 

The program will also mean jobs 
for hundreds of thousands of men 
in steel fabrication and manufac- 
ture of parts and materials.
